This is a miniature gar­ 
den perhaps less than two feet square, 
contrived within an ornamental shal­ 
low basin of porcelain or other mate­ 
rial, and placed in tin* alcove of a guest 
room by way of decoration. 
You may 
sts* there a tiny pond, a streamlet cross­ 
ed by humped bridges of (’hiñese pat­ 
tern, dwarf trees forming ¡1 grove and 
shading the model of a Shinto temple, 
imitations in baked clay of stone lan­ 
terns perhaps even tin* appearance of 
a bandet of thatched cottages. 
If the 
toko-uiwa be not too small you may 
see real lisli swimming in the pond or a 
pet tortoise crawling among the rock 
work. 
Sometimes the garden repre­ 
sents IIorai and the palace of the drag­ 
on king. 
Two new varieties have come into 
fashion. 
One* is a model of l ’ort Ar­ 
thur, showing tin* harbor and the forts, 
and with the materials for the display 
then* is sold a little map showing how 
to place certain tiny battleships repre­ 
senting the Imprisoned and tin* invest­ 
ing fleets. 
Tin* other tuku-niwa repre­ 
sents 11 Korean or Chinese landscape, 
with bill ranges and rivers and woods, 
and the appearance of ¡1 battle is cre­ 
ated by masses of toy soldiers—caval­ 
ry, infantry and artillery in all posi­ 
tions of attack and defense. 
Minute 
forts of baked day, bristling with can­ 
non about the size* of small pins, occu­ 
py e levated positions. 
When properly 
arranged the effect is panoramic. 
The 
soldiers in the foreground are about an 
Inch long, those a little farther away 
about half as long, and those upon the 
hills are no larger than flies.
